FAMILIAR FIGURE 
~ PASSES 


MR. A. HARPER DIES 
IN KOWLOON 


. __.-Mr._Andrew__Harper,_a__famillar 


figure in Hongkong for many years, 
died at his home, Grampian Roud, 
Kowloon, at 4.15 pm. yesterday. 
He was 73 years old, having fought 
courageously the serious illness that 
confined him indoors two months 
ngo. The funcral will .pass the 
Monument at 5 p.m. to-day. : 

Although Mr. Harper's connection 
with the Colony dated back to 1022 
—a comparatively short time as old 
China hands go—his. remarkuble 
personality and the record of his 
achievements in America, made him 
widely Known apart from his Im- 
portant business connections here 
originating from the Ford agency. 

Mr. Harper was born in Conne- 
mura, Ireland, but as he was taken 
by his parents to America 17 months 
afterwards and became a naturalised 
American, he was considered .a 
native of .the United States to all 
intents and purposes. His people 
came of farming stock but. young 
Andrew found in the rudimentary 
education that he was able to obtain 
in Philadelphia 60 years. ago, a 
Tenning towards enginecring, and 
mining ‘cngineering _ particularly, 
which sect him on the road to 
successful business, ree 

With a brother, who has pre-de- 
ceased him, Andrew initiated the 
Harper, Machinery: Company which 
undertook construction and mining 
work in New Jerscy first and later 
found a market for its services in 
mony parts of the States and Cana- 
ja, 


Road Builder. . 

Mr. Harper became widely known 
as oan expert in his linc. Among 
other important public work: he laid 
a rond down the famous Pallisades, 
nlong-the Hudson River,’ after two 
other contractors had broken them- 
selves over the gigantic and intricate 
undertaking. .. The road remains, 30 
years afterwards, the most lasting 
monument to his ability. 

The erectlon: of big buildings and 
‘the carrying out of: several: public 
contracts in different parts of Ameri- 
ca and across the. border, . brought 
Mr. Harper. prominently into the 
commercial life pf Newark where he 


lived. He entered local politics with!’ 


the same zest that he imparted ‘nto! 
his business nnd became an Alderman 
of Newark. He was a,leading mem- 
ber of the Northern Lodge of Masons 
and a leading citizen long. before his 
30 years residence in that city ter-

Secretary of State ‘for the 
Colonies to the Hongkong and 
Malaya Governments on the mui-

Reconciling The 
Divergent ‘Views 


OPPORTUNITY FOR 
‘ CONVOCATION 


The divergent views of 
Churechmen on the ‘subject. of 
marringe may; at last, be‘re- 
at the forthcoming 
sessions of Canterbury Con- 
vocation. 

Several amendments have been set 
down to follow the oficial Item In the 
agenda of the Lower House: “Uncom- 
pleted debate of the previous Group. 
of Sessions: Report of the Joint Com- 
mittee (No. 69) on ‘The Church and 
Marriage’." 

These. amendments previde loop- 
holes through which may be, brought 
together two views: - 

‘That of the High Church party that 
Our Lord's words regarding the 

sanctity of marriage must be accepted 
without proviso; 

That of “Broad” Churchmen and 
-others, that those words are open to 
lenient interpretation In the Ight of 
modern conditions. 

One suggestion will arouse keen in- 
terest and discussion, ‘It Is\to the 
effect: that a new code should be 
drawn up, whereby the Church would 
make a definite distinction between 
marringes consecrated by the Church 
and marriages which have the sanc- 
tion only of civil. law, 

LEAD FROM LOWER HOUSE 

The proposal was made some time 
ugo in the Church Assembly. Dls- 
cussion was not allowed then vn the 
round that this and Istndred matters 
were the subject of the Repott, which 
was shortly to be issued by the Joint 
Committee, ve ; 

Now comes the opportunity for the 
suggestion to be fully exumined in 
conjunction with the proposals of the 
Joint Committee. 

Personal ingulrics in the parishes 
have convinced many of the prectors 
that, no matter what muy be achieved 
in Convocation, there will always re- 
main a large and important body of 
Church opinion which will yield not 
n link of what they regard as the In- 
dissoluble marriage bond ordained by 
Our Lord. Any deelsion which Con- 
vocation may take in the direction of 
abating that bond, no matter -how {t 
phrased, will fall utterly to reconcile 
that body of opinion. cove 

The Lower House of the Convaca- 
tion of Canterbury is now confronted 
with a chance to establish some 

‘asure of agreement. It will decide 
only for itself. None the less, the 
- Bishops will welcome readily any 
modus vivendi which the lesser clergy 
may be able to suggest. The prospects 
of .unity upon an jmportant sub- 
ject are now largely in the hands of 
the Lower House. , :
